The Majority Resolution Favor- 


ing 
Intervention iu Cuba 


Adopted by a Heavy Vote. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The houae of 


repreeentatives today, after one of the 
most exciting and memorable daya in 
its history, by a vote ol 322 to 19, 
adopted a resolution which nine-tenth* 
of ite tnembera believe makes war with 
Spain inevitable. It is a fact which 
waa grimly commented upon today by 
members aa they apoke of the future, 
that every war in which the United 
States 1.1 ae been engaged began in April 
and that today waa the anniveraary of 
the fall of Fort Somter, which aroueed 
the patriotic fervor of the north and 
made tbe four years of civil strife a cer- 
tainty. 


Tbe resolutions adopted direct the 


President to intervene at once in Cabs 
to restore peace and secure to tho 
people of that island "a stable and inde- 
pendent government of their own," snd 


to use the army and

AlthouRh only 19 members—15 Demo- 


crats, 3 Republicans and 1 Popaliit— 
dissented upon the final vote, the pro- 
ceedings were marred by a bitter di&play 
of partisan feeling. During the height 
of tbe excitement the lie was passed be 
tween Mr. Brumm .Republican of Penn- 
sylvania and Mr. Bartlett, Democrat of 
Georgia, and a disgraceful scene fol- 
lowed that almost descended to the level 
of a free fight. 


Order was finally restored and Inter 


the two members found that the alterca- 
tion had arisen out ol a misunderstand- 
ing, whereupon there were mutual apol- 
ogies. 
Later iu the proceedings the 


speaker waa obliged to apain call upon 
the sergeant-at-arma with hie silver 
uiace, the emblem ol the house's au- 
thority, to seat Mr. Johnson of Indiana, 
who

indignantly remonatratmg 


against what he termed the"unneces- 
eary war into which this country was 
being plunged." 


Only forty minutes were given for de- 


bate and special rules were required to 
get the resolutions before the house. 
The minority resolutions, which de- 
clared for the recognition of the existing 
government of the insurgents, were 
voted down—147 to 190—but they se- 
cured the votes of three Republicans. 
Some stirring and patriotic sentiments 
were voiced during the debate, which 
lifted tbe galleries and the mem her a to 
a high pitch of enthusiasm. 


Mr. Adams of Pennsylvania, acting 


chairman of the foreign affairs commit- 
tee, and Mr. Dinsmore, Democrat of 
Arkaneaa, the senior minority member 
of the committee, were the only mem- 
bers who bad an opportunity to speak 
directly to the resolutions, bnt Mr. Hen- 
dereon of Iowa, Mr. Bailey of Texas 
and Mr. McMilltn of Tennessee each 
made speeches upon the special order.
